SUBJjiCT: Aword of the Medal of Freedom 


1. The attached recomuendation for the award of the subject i'ledal was 
delivered by hand to Brigadier General riarshall Carter, Ofiice of the 
secretary of defense, on 29 April 1952. General Carter read the recom- 
mendation and handed it back, concurring in our request that it not oecome 
a part of the files of OSD. 


2. Since this recoiii.r.endation x-oas the first sub.ditted by CIa unaer 
the orovisions of .executive Orders 9586 and 10336, the folloxjmg procedure 
xms established for the submission of future recom.iiendations lor tne award 
of subject iiedal: 


a. Recommendations xjill be hand carried to Gen. Caroer. 


b. He xfill prepare for the Secretary of jsl'ense''s^ 
si'^nature a directive that the medal be awaraed to tne indiviaual 
concerned, xfhich xiill read as follows; 

••Under the provisions of Executive Orders 9586 
and 10336, it is ..ly desire that the Medal of 
Freedom be ax-jarded to I-jT. 

The citation accompanying this axirard xiill read as 

follows : 

“liT. performed exceptionally meritorious 

service as a representative of the United States 
Government during the period 

c. The iiedal togetner x-xith the citation X'lill be delivere'dT' ~ 
to the Ofiice of the Director, CIA, for presentation in order to 
avoid any possible publicity. 

d. To enable OSD to have a recox’d indicating that this Agency 
is the requestor for the ax^ard of this and futtxre medals, a Top 
Secret itemorandxiTi for the Record xidll be placed in their files x-rhicli 
xjill read substantially as folloxrs; 

••The Director of Central Intelli-rence on 

requested that the medal of Freedom be axjarded 
to lycr. . Details concerning tr.is recoiiimenda- 

tion are on file in the Office of the Director of 
Central Intelligence." 
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e. On the file copy of the directive mentioned in (b) 
above, there will be a notation that “the !;-iedal was awarded 

pursuant to TS iiemorandum :'Io . " . ( This -ae.aoranduiri is that 

referred to in (a) above.) 

3. The above was brought to the attention of the director who stated 
that in viexir of the fact that the citation accompanying these .leOals x^ras 
so brief, he vjould undertake to have them signed and/or approved by the 
president. 

k. The procedxire outlined in paragraph 2 was concurred in by 
Colonel idwards. Security Officer, CIl, on 29 .tpril 1952.
